We are informed that the above, not satisfied with the Waterlow fiasco, 
are proposing to put future orders out io tender, and not to deal exclusively 
with us, as we had hoped, and had more or less been lead to believe. At a Board 
Meeting last week, a committee of four (4) directors was appointed to deal with 
the matter. At the time this hank placed their celebrated contract with %.45., 
there was a resolution of the Board that they should always have suppliers 
of bank notes, so that they would never be at the mercy of one firm, so to 
speak, and it would appear that they are still bitten with the same iden, altho 


although it would seem a ridiculous point of view of the fach that we 


exclusively supplied them for over forty years, and never let then down, not 
even during the war time, and, furthermore, when their only experience of going 
elsewhere was disastrous. However, they are a tortuous minded lot of people, and 
there is no accounting for their actions’ George Foxon leaves for Lisbon 

on Saturday, by boat, arriving next Tuesday. Westall and Solé are already there , 
having arrived ie: or the day before. However, there would be nothing 
moving during the Easter holidays. I expect Stalins is also there, or going 

to be there shortly, as he was there before. 

The above information is given you in case you care to take any action 
on behalf of the A.B.N.Co., for it occurs to me that, if there are going to 
stick their ruling of having two suppliers, this business had better be kept 
in the family, df possible.

We are forwarding the last two portrait dies engraved 
for the Portugal notes, after hardening. 


This will enable us to.take up a roll, and hold same 
here and thus be in a position to reproduce the engraving should 
the original dies be injured or lost in transit. 


We have not engraved a description on the die as is 
eustomary on our work here, but you can do that on the hardened 
die, if you so desire. 


The practice of sending soft dies on such a long 
journey is unquestionably a dangerous one, as it would be 
impossible to reproduce exactly the original engraving. Further 
the hardening of dies and the taking up of rolls are operations 
which always carry certain elements of risk of accidents to the 
dies. This condition might occur in these operations either 
here or in London, and in that event it surely would be preferable 
that it thappen here. When accidents of this kind do occur, it 
is usually possible to salvage some part of the work to transfer 
on a new die, which could better be put in shape by the man who 
originally engraved it.
